CHOLERA IN RUSSIA. 

N'o Doubt That It Is linking Headway In 
Seine of the Governments— Start- 
ling Figures. 

St. Pbtersbubo, April 5. — There ia 
scarcely a doubt entertained, by those aware 
ot the n al situation, that Russia is to again 
sull'er from tho ravages of cholera. Official 
returns have been made public showing thai 
from March HUh to March 26th there were 
05 cases of cholera anil 1!) deaths from the 
disease, in the tov/n of Orel. The official 
figures place the number ef eases of tho dis- 
ease reported from Marcli 12th to March lJ7th 
in the Government of Oofa at nighty-four 
and tho deaths at twenty-nine. In addition 
to the bad showing of the above official 
figures, it is a matter of common knowledge 
that the number of cholera cases und deaths 
from the scourge are far more numerous in 
tho Governments that are not included in 
tho returns, this being especially tho case 
in Podolia and Saratoff which were ravuged 
by cholera lust year. 



PARIS, April 5. — The court of Arbitration 
regarding tho Bearing Sea diaputo resumed 
its session nt 11.45 u.m. to day. Hon. E. 
J. Phelps, couua -1 on behalf of the United 
States, continued his argument. He con- 
tended that tho British supplementary re- 
port was inadmiasable. The admission of 
new evidence at this stage, Mr. Phelps said, 
was a gross injustice to the United States 
beoauBO it deprived them of any chance to 
obtain rebutting testimony. Mr. Phelpa 
discoursed at sumo length on the technical 
meaning of tho treaty of arbitration and 
the condition and methods of procedure to 
be followed under tho treaty. 

Sir Charles Russell, in replying to Mr. 
Phelps on behalf of Great Britain, paid a 
tribute to tho late James ( I. Blaine, whose 
ability, ho said, was recognized in both 
hemispheres. The court adjourned ut half- 
past one. 

After luncheon Mr. Phelps continued his 
argument for the rejection of the supple- 
mentary report of the Behriug Sea Commis- 
sion. His uddress was Interrupted several 
timoa by an exchange of criticism between 
the counsel for the two powers. " If I had 
been guiding tho policy of the United 
States," said Mr. Phelps, " when Great 
Britain* presented the counter caso at the 
laat minute, I would then and there have 
refuaed to proceed with the arbitration. 
Great Britain's conduct win not only unjust, 
but deeply humiliating for tho United 
States." 

Sir Richard Webster interposed the re- 
mark that Great Britain had announced in 
her counter eaae the production at a future 
date of tho Behring Sea Commission's roport. 

Mr. Phelpa continuing, said that ho had 
not heon uware of this. The whole report, 
ho aaid, was untrustworthy, for, although 
preliminary investigations had been made 
conjointly by tho British and American 
commissioners, the reports had been drawn 
separately, und tho British report, there- 
fore, had been neither answered nor com- 
mented upon by the United States. Tho 
British report contained, moreover, u large 
amount of hearsay arguments, conjectures 
and other mattera quite unstable as evi- 
dence before the court. 

Sir Charles Russell, in his reply, 
said that ho had not oxpected such 
a discussion of the legal character of the 
evidence as that introduced by Mr. Phelps. 
He felt quite unprepared for this extraor- 
dinary heut on tho pare of the opposing 
counsel. He was extremely surprised that, 
Great Britain should bo charged with injus- 
tice in her conduct of tho proceedings pre- 
liminary to the meeting of the court. There 
was no intention on the part of Great 
Britain to use tho report of the Behring Sea 
Commission as bearing upon the question of 
right before the court. Counsel for tho 
United States had attempted to throw out 
tho sittings of tho tribunal, and to force 
this matter upon the commissioners, as if 
only one question were before them. There 
were, however, other questions than those 
of right to bo settled. The tribunal was 
dialing with the utfuira of an open seu, in 
which there was involved other rights than 
those of Great Britain aud the United 
States, namely, the rights of mankind. In 
the matter of Great Britain's and America's 
rights, the arbitrators must act strictly as 
judges; in the matter of the rights of 
mankind, they must acquit themselves us 
just men. 

Sir Charles Russell then justified tho pro- 
duction of the report of the Behring Sea 
Commission, arguing from tho terms of the 
Arbitration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain. If, he said, the 
sole object of the report was to assist the 
tribunal to gain information as to the regu- 
lation of the seal fisheries and to increase 
its knowledge of the practical matters ut 
issue, the report must be admitted as evi- 
dence under the article governing the pro- 
cedure of the court of Arbitration. 

Sir Charles Russell having read tho arti- 
cle in question, tho court adjourned. Upon 
its re-aasembling ho will resume his argu- 
ment. 

London, April 5. — Tho Daily Chronicle 
says this morning: "The proceedings in 
tho Behring Sea Court of Arbitration do 
not promise well for an amicable solution of 
tho questions at issuo. It is, wo may 
imagine, in the power of tho American 
counsel to render the arbitration abortive ; 
but it soems only too clear that Mr. Phelps 
is disposed to give a narrow partisan twist 
to thn conduct of his caae, and that he 
would not stop short ut rendering tho whole 
proceedings nugatory if he could not be sure 
of issuing from them on the best side. If 
the Washington Government knew that ho 
held such strongly biassed opinions, it ia a 
pity that they did not intrust the case to a 
lawyer of less preconceived views." 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News suys : " In view of thu great issues 
involved, Mr. Phelps seemed to attach tin- 
duo importance to questions of mere pro- 
cedure and to ignore the high international 
hearings of the case. Unquestionably, he 
showed great legal acumen. Sir Charles 
Russell did not suy so in so many word', 
nor did he even suggest it unconsciously, 
yet tho inevitable logic of his arguments 
forced the conclusion upon the hearer's 
mind that the Baltic or the Mediterranean 
or the Red Soa or the Black Sea might 
each, according to the American theory, 
become as close as the Behring Sea."

CABLE NEWS. 



Cn»tll!ilsfn* I»efcntc<l. 

Valparaiso, April 5.— The revolution- 
ists under General Tavarez fought and 
routed national forces sent from Rio to aid 
tho Custilhiata troops. In the battle it is 
estimated that COO on both sides were 
killed. Previous to this battle Col. Pina 
had engaged tho Castilhistas near Artegas 
and defeated them. Tho Castilhistas were 
driven from Bage by Gen. Taverez, who 
captured eight cannon. He used them in 
tho battle with tho nutionul forces. It ia 
reported now that additional troops are 
marching from Rio to aid the local govern- 
ment, despite the emphatic protests of the 
consul from Argentinu. Tho Brazilian 
authorities continue to enlist emigrants for 
Argentina. At Buenos Ayres the. Govern- 
ment, fearing a revolution, will proclaim 
a. state of siege at the first sign of an ou t- 
breuk. 

Shipping Signal*. 

Pakis, April 5 — Prunce has submitted to 
Great Britain and the United States sug- 
gestions to improve the shipping signals 
which will probably bo considered at tho in- 
ternational conference. France proposeo 
that tho number of signals bo increased to 
twenty, which will enable tho combination 
to be increased over 10,000, und also that 
most of the flags uaed aeparutely shall repre- 
sent particular words. These alterations 
would greatly facilitate signalling between 
tho fast liners going in opposite directions. 

An Eastern Monster. 

BOMBAY, April r>. — It is reported from 
Qtietta that Mir Khududad Khan, Khan of 
Khelatat, and sovereign of Baluobistan/hoa 
murdered his prime minister, has mutilated 
several ot his advisers and is torturing 
many high ofiiciula, whom ho has imprisoned 
in dungeons. He iB supposed to have 
learned or Buspected that thero waa a plot 
among his men of state to assassinate him. 
Tho Indian Government has demanded that 
ho at oneo liberate the officials whom he 
tortured and give an explanation of his con- 
duct. Troops are being held in readineBB to 
enforce their demands if the Khan should 
prove refractory. 

Ralrd's Kstalc. 
LONDON, April 5. — The entire property of 
George Abington Baird, the noted sporting 
man, better known an " Squire Abington,"' 
ia left to his mother for her lifetime, and 
upon her death to bo shared among the 
cousins of tho deceased. Nothing whatever 
is bequeathed to persons with whom the 
deceased sporting man was 011 terms of in- 
timacy. 

Pannmn Canal Concessions. 
Pakis, April 5. — M. Devello, minister of 
foreign affairs, announced at the cabinet 
meeting to-day tbtvt the Republic of Colom- 
bia hat' extended for u period of twenty 
months tho concession to tho Panama Canal 
Company for the canal across tho Isthmus 
of Panama. 

The Sultan's Yacht Wrecked. 

Constantinople, April 5. — The steamer 
uaed by the Sul'un in connection with his 
palace for hia own pleasure and to convey 
guests and members of his household, 
foundered on Monday. It is believed sixty 
persona on board at tho time perished by 
drowning, and that tho splendid Bervico of 
plate used in the Imperial dining saloon on 
tho steamer went down with the vessel. 
The details of the calamity uro not given. 

Herbert HlHiuurcIi. 

BlRLIN, April 5.— Count Herbert Bia- 
marck has consented to run for the Reich- 
stag in the interests of the Agrarian party. 
The candidacy was offered him by the 
Agrarians of the parliamentary district 
around Joriohow. 

The Saltan's Yaclit Sunk. 

Constantinoi'i.k, April 5. —Additional 
information concerning the sinking of the 
Sultan's ateam launch has given riso to ru 
morB of a plot against tho Sultan's life. 
The Sultan had gone to the Kiosk of the old 
Seraglio to worship tho mantle of Mahom- 
med and other relics. After his devotions 
ho ate his evoning meal and left by n lund 
route for the Vildiz Kiosk. The plate used 
at hia meal was placed on the steam launch, 
which was to curry to tho palaco forty or 
more persons of the imperial household. 
Tho launch camo into collision with n 
steamer immediately after leaving her 
moorings. It is said the steamer cut tho 
launch almost in two, and tho launch went 
to tho bottom. Few of tho paaaengers wero 
saved, The Sultan has commanded that 
provision bo mado from his civil list for the 
families of thoso who wero drowned.

ROME, April , r >. — Tintorretto'a famous 
portrait of " A Venetian Nobleman " in the 
Palace of tho Doges, Venice, has been 
hacked to pieces. The portrait was valued 
at 300,000 francs. No clue to the identity 
of the man who mutilated the picture has 
been obtained. 



CHINESE AT CHICAGO. 

Exceptions to tho Exclusion Act to Be Sindt 
for the World's Fair Visitors. 

Washington, April 5. — Consul Seymour, 
at Canton, China, has cabled tho State 
Department that 1000 Chinese actors, bo- 
longing to rival companies, have left Shang- 
hai for the United States, to visit the 
World's Fair, where thoy will give exhi- 
bitions. These Chinese will lund ut Van- 
couver, Tucoinu, San Francisco und other 
places.

COLOMBIA'S TROUBLES. 

Atrocities Perpetrated By Government Sol- 
diers— Triumph of the Revolutionists. 

Panama, Colombia, April 5, — Bonilla's 
victorious soldiers lost no time in pursuing 
the fleeing enemy. VaBquez's men wore 
slaughtered without mercy. Scores are re- 
ported to have been killed while fleeing for 
safety, Vasquez himself fled toward 
Vilagos, leaving Bonillu a cleat- road on 
which to march to Teguoigalapa. It is said 
that many of tho government aoldiers who 
escaped from the vengeanco of lionillu's 
troops went through the rulley, where they 
committed many atrocities. Houecb wore 
pillaged, men robbed and women assaulted. 
Many of the Crimea reported to have been 
committed aro almost too revolting to be 
believed. This news, which reached here 
by mail, was confirmed Inter on by tho ar- 
rival of the British ship Barracouta. To 
the confirmation waa added tho additional 
and more importunt news that the revolu- 
tionists had finally triumphed. 

After the victory Gen. Bouilla marchod 
at the head of his victorious army into To- 
guoilagapa. Ho was received with great en- 
thusiasm und proclaimed provisional presi- 
dent of tho republic. He accepted the office 
and at once took charge of the government. 
No account of hia acts as executive havo 
been received, but it is said that many of 
the supporters of tho former government 
huvc been thrown into prison. Gen. Vua- 
quez, Bonilla's leading rival, who has been 
the chief conspirator of the former govern- 
ment, was not allowed to escape. Accnrding- 
to the latest reports, he wis overtaken in 
his flight and brought back to Tegucilagapa 
a prisoner.

Tho feeling in Ha- 
waii for unnexution iB stronger than over, 
and it iB steadily growing. While the for- 
oign community is fast becoming a unit on 
the subject, the nutive3 are also being won 
over. The advices from Washington re- 
ceived on March 22nd were disappointing 
to those who wero looking with confidence 
to immediate ratification of the treaty by 
the Senato. On the other hand, those who 
did not expect so Bpeedy a solul ion of the 
question, und who regarded the attitude of 
the administration with doubt and anxiety, 
are well pleased with the turn of affairs. 

The Gazette of tho 28th says:— Tb'e full- 
est investigation is courted by the friends 
of annexation, us such an investigation will 
only show that tho moral und material in- 
terests of Hawaii are dependent upon an- 
nexation to the United. States, and that 
the United States cannot either with profit 
or honor take a single step backward." 

Fifty men from tho cruiser Boston are 
now on shore duty, 25 ut Camp Boston and 
25 at the government buildings. 

Tho people are u good deal surprised and 
not a little disappointed at the fact that 
but a single commissioner was sent to 
Honolulu. They had anticipated at least 
three would come, and one of these, it 
was believed, would bo Admiral Brown, 
who has a great many friends among the 
natives. The native ladies liud ar- 
ranged to give him a warm wel- 
come when ho arrived and hai 
completed arrangements for a most elabor- 
ate native feast, whereby, with the potent 
aid of roasted pig, champagne and pie, they 
hoped to win the hearts of tho commission- 
ers and restore Liliuokulani to the throne. 
Some 100 of them, arrayed En white 
bolokuas and flying Hawaiian flags, 
paruded down Fort street to tho 
inner island wharf Lo meet tho 
Admiral. When they learned that ho had' 
not come thoy paraded back again. The 
ex-Queen, it is said, went to the expenso of 
having her carriage refitted for the purposo- 
of carrying the Admiral from tho wharf to 
the commission's headquarters. It was at- 
tho wharf when the Commissioner eamc 
ashore, but he declined to use it und waa 
driven in a public buck to tho Hawaiian 
hotel.

The petition of tho undersigned humbly 
showeth : 

That whereas thcro are at present no 
facilities for transporting tho mineral from, 
and tho supplies to, tho mines of Slocun 
district ; 

And whereas at present such mineral and 
supplies are crossing the international boun- 
dary to the impoverishment of our Province; 

And whereas tho natural aud easy outlet 
being by outlet from Carpenter creek to 
Nakusp, thence by bout to thu head of Ar- 
row lake, and thence by railroad to a 
smelter at Revelstoke, or east or wost ; 

Your petitioners would therefore pray 
that you do all possiblo to urge und encour- 
age the. construction of a railroad from 
Nakusp to tho forks of Carpenter creek. 

And your petitioners will ever pray, otc, 
etc. 

At an after meeting Messrs. Haig, Brown 
aud Haskins were appointed to draft a 
letter to Mr. Kellie, M. P. P., pointing out 
oome of the most urgent needs of the dis- 
trict, and complaining that only one-fifth of 
tho appropriations for the district were ex- 
pended in the vicinity, und asking him to 
direct the attention of the Government to 
tho subject, and at tho saino time to state 
that the sum of $(>,000 is " totally inade- 
quate for our needs." 



Back From the Michigan Wreck, 

Officers Wm. McNeill aud B, 1). Mac- 
naughton, who ieft hero on February 1 12, 
by instruction of Collector Milne, to take 
charge of the Michigan wreck, arrived back 
last evening on the Muude. When they 
left the wreck, which ia eight miles eust of 
Capo Beale, tho Mascotte, sent by the 
owners to recover whatever salvage possiblo 
from the wreck, was in sight. She had 
passed up the previous day, hut could not 
then land on account of rough weather. 
The Michigan lies with her bow on to the 
sea, this position saving her from tho vio- 
lence of the waves. Her port side has op- 
ened out about two feet, and her keel amid- 
ships bus been driven up to the middle deck. 
Her engines have for a cousidirablo time 
been pounding on the rocks, and her cargo 
has been almost completely destroyed by 
water. Had a party been sent to remove 
the cargo a great part of it might have been 
saved, as for ten hours every day one can 
easily walk around the wreck, The special 
officers have little to report. They had no 
trouhlo with the Indians, and only onco rlid 
the latter attempt to make a raid, this be- 
ing one morning just before daybreuk, when 
three canoes with Nitinats wero discovered 
cloao by tho wreck. At tho dis- 
charge of the watcher's rifle the 
Indians made off. The officers had unything 
but comfortable quarters, living in an ex- 
ceedingly small tent and having no little 
trouble to procure food. They aro greatly 
indebted to lighthouse kee per Day kin and 
his two sons, who sent them supplies when 
not procurable elsewhere, and helped them 
iu various ways In one effort to get com- 
munication with the telegraph station, the 
Day kins' boat was wrecked, and the officers 
hope the Government will make good the 
losa. Immediately after the wreck, und be- 
fore the officers took charge, the Indiana 
removed a considerable portion of the cargo. 
Mr. Maenaughton walked seventeen miles 
over a difficult trail and acroas some deep 
fords in an attempt to secure restitution of 
some of this, but on arriving ut the spot 
where it hud been cached lie found that 
they hud been seared by threats of punish- 
ment and had removed the goods to an 
island a considerable distance away. 



FATE OF THE KING JAMES. 

British Ship Burned 200 Miles Off California 
—A Bout's Crow Missing, 

Santa Barbara, Cal., April 5 —Up to 8 
o'clock last night nothing further had been 
heard from Lompoc or Point Conception re- 
garding the landing of tho mate and fifteen 
members of the -;rew of the ship King 
James, burned at sea, and nothing has yet 
been heard of the captain's boat, A tele- 
gram from British Vice Consul Mortimer, 
at Los Angeles, Bays that the men who 
landed at Point Conception yesterday will 
reach Santa Barbara after midnight' to- 
night on the atcamer Loa Angeles. 

Lomtoc, Cal., April 4. — The startling 
news readied Point Conception lighthouse 
yesterday that the four-masted steel ship 
King Jumes, coal-laden from Newcastle, N. 
S.W., to San Frauciaco, had been burned 
at sea, 200 miles off San Francisco... Yes- 
terday a boat containing sixteen men trom 
tho King Jumes landed at I'oint Conception 
lighthouse, where they were cared for by 
the lighthouse keeper. On March 19th a 
vapor was discovered arising from the hold 
of the King James, and the hold gradually 
got hotter, Water wu.i poured down the 
hatchway, but without avail. For eleven 
days and nights tho crew fought the fire, 
but on March 30 a terrific explosion tore up 
the deck in ull directions, the flumes shot 
up high into the air und the crew wero 
forced to take to tho boats. They remained 
near tho ship until March 31, when they 
started for Point Conception. 

The crew, thirty-two in nil, occupied two 
boats. The captain took thirteen men, two 
apprentices aud his l(i year-old son, and the 
first mate, tv> o apprentices und thirteen men 
filled the other bjat. Point Conception was 
li;")0 miles away, und tho boats started for 
that point on April 1, but a gale camo up 
and separated the boats. Tho mate's boat 
arrived at Point Conception safely yester- 
day, but nothing has been seen of the cap- 
tain's boat. Tho tugs Vigilant and Monarch 
left to-day in search of tho burning ship and 
her crew, und tho big tug Fearless will go 
out ufter her to night. This was tho first 
trip of the King James.

The Toughest Elements Congregated 
That Ever Accompanied Rail- 
way Coustructiou Work, 

Sultan City, April 5. — Skykomish, 
thirty miles eust of here, " tho toughest 
town on tho Oreut Northern," barely 
escaped having a lynching Sunday night. 
Tho pay car passed over the road Saturday 
and money was plenty. Moro than tho 
ordinary amount of "rolling" was indulged 
in by tho tough element, and when tho sec- 
tion men complained that they hud beou 
held up for their month's earnings, popular 
indignation was aroused. A notorious 
tough known as tho " Big Kid " was 
thought to be the leader of the thugs, und 
ubout 2U0 railroad men decided to get rid 
of him. 

W, W. Heffellinger, assistant paymaster, 
was elected spokesman, und they went co 
tho "Big Kid's" hang out and waited upon him 
in a body. Heffelflnger told him bo would be 
allowed till 9 o'clock the following morning 
to leavo the town. This did not suit the 
committee, aud they yelled. "Hang him ! 
hang him!" Heffellinger, however, waa 
muster of the situation, and urged his men 
to do nothing rash, and the limit of the 
desperado's probation waa fixed at !) o'clock 
Monday morning. Quiet was restored, and 
at 9 o'clock Monday the "Big Kid" was not 
to bo found, and now everything is quiet 
along tho Skykomish. 

W. W. Heffelflnger, the spokesman of 
the committee, is u graduate of Yale col- 
lego and waa tho heavyweight of tho Yulo 
football team a few yeara ugo. He staiid8 
over six feet high, and weighs over 200 
pounds. He marshaled his forces with the 
skill of a general, and' to his coolness und 
persuasiveness the " Big Kid " undoubtedly 
owes his life. The railroad men speak 
highly of their lender's conduct, und they 
all swear by " Hell." 

Matters have reached such a pass at Sky- 
komish that it will not be surprising to hear 
of a lynching there at any time. Men are 
held up on the streets daily, and about the 
timo the pay car passes on its monthly trip 
trouble may be looked for. . The constable 
there is a barkeeper und the justice of the 
peace is a saloon habitue, and they are 
worso than no officers at all. The popu- 
lation of Skykomish is about 100, and 
pretty nearly one-half of that number is 
composed of the toughest element of both 
sexes that ever followed the construction of 
a rftitrosd, 

A bold robbery was perpetrated at Index, 
fifteen miles east of here, about midnight 
Sunday. Two men named Riley, aiius 
Brown, and Hanley, entered A. E. Walker's 
saloon just us ho was closing up, and be- 
gan shooting the lights out, und then 
ordered all hands up. They forced 
Wulker at the point of their pistols to 
open his till and fork over the contents, 
about S.'IO iu cash and cheeks, and then 
turned their attention to some laborers who 
were in the place, from whom they got 
about ;j:M more. 

During the fracas ono of the laborers, 
named Tom Burke, made u duah for lib- 
erty, and fucceedod in getting outside, 
Hanley, one of tho robbers, followed him 
and commanded him to return to the sa- 
loon, but Burke was game, and engaged 
the highwayman in a short struggle, with 
the result tliut the latter waa beaten most 
unmercifully with his own weapon. The 
robbers wero allowed to go, but Monday 
morning Hanley was captured in a shuck 
neur by in company with another man 
named McManus, und both wero put under 
arrest. While vaiting for a train to bring 
tho prisoners to Sultau, a movement to 
lynch them was Bturted, and the wrathy 
railroaders went to the shack where thu 
prisoners were, broke down the door and 
led the men out with ropes around their 
necks. They, however, lacked a leader, and 
the movement was abandoned. Rilev, or 
Brown, tho leader of the gang of robbers, 
got control of tho booty, and bus not been 
captured, which is a fortunate thing for 
him, as the intention to lynch them would 
have been carried out if he had beeu caught. 



INDIGNANT POLES. 

They Vehemently Protest Against tho fro- 
posed Extradition Treaty Between 
Russia ami the United .States. 

London, April 5. — A meeting of the 
Polish Society of London was held to-day, 
at which the proposed extradition treaty 
between Russia arid the United States was 
discussed in all its bearings with much 
heat und vehemence. Very animated argu- 
ments were indulged in against the reported 
secret session of the American Senate to 
surrender at the request of tho Czar 
any or ull Russian refugees 
charged with attempting the life of 
any member of tho Imperial family. The 
meeting finally adopted resolutions de- 
during that while disavowing any sympa- 
thy with assassins or assassinations, it 
solemnly protested ngainst this clause of 
tho treuty, which it wus declared wus 
simply a proposal to deprive Russians of 
an asylum in the United States. Tho 
resolutions also declared that tho Poles in 
London should appeal to the American 
nation aud petition President Cleveland 
only to sanction what will securo to Rus- 
sian refugees tho protection of the Ameri- 
can fl ig.

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MAHINE MOVEMENTS. 



That Village Island Wreck Proves the 
Old FamilLav "Ford"— Steamer 
"Quadra" in a Snowstorm. 



Pioneer Settlers iu Sore Distress— IL 
H. S. "Garnet" P/ocks— Arrival 
of the " SVythrop." 

The'C. P. N. steamer Maude, which left 
here for Weat Coast ports on Saturday, re- 
turned last evening, bringing as passengers 
Captain Urquhart, Captain George Collina, 
owner of the Diana (formerly Sen Lioul, 
Mr. Andrew Lane;, who is Hick-listed, and 
Officers McNeill and Macnuughton, who 
were picked up at San Juan. The Maude 
mado Kuculet on Sunday and there found at 
anchor the Diana, Mischief and C. D. Rand. 
The first mentioned schooner roported SS 
skins, the Mischief had eight and the Rand 
none, not yet having hcon ablo to secure 
Indian hunters. Tlio Vonturo hod left 
Kuculet on March 29 for tlio North, one 
sealskin representing her total coast catch, 
aud the Mischief and C. 1). Rand" followed 
on Sunday afternoon, hoping to complete 
■their Indian crews on the way up. There 
has been considerable trouble along the 
coast in securing Indian hunters this season, 
and vessel owners will suffer accordingly; 
liquor sold to the Indians by si'f.j nieu is 
in a measure responsible, but Hhe chief 
anso of the trouble lies with the musters of 
tlio schooners, who have been bidding 
against each other for hunDars of known skill. 
The Minnie was sighted, but not spoken, in 
Port fcUii Juan, while the Indians reported 
the San Jose and Victoria still lying at 
Clayoquot patiently waiting for crews. On 
Saturday, at 8 a.m., the Maude passed the 
wreck of the Michigan, which has appar- 
ently changed its position ; it is now lying 
with its head to the south and still intact. 
At 10:30 Sunday morning tlio derelict re 
ported by the Indians at Alberni was pass- 
ed, apparently held by its own anchors, ut 
a. point two miles Houthwest of Village 
Island. The Maude ran close to unci around 
the " kilopied " hulk, which proved to be 
that of the San Francisco schooner 
J. G. Ford, which had drifted in 
with the current until held in shoal water. 
One mast is still hanging, and the heel of 
the foremast is showing up through the 
starboard bilge, charred and bluckened by 
Sre. Tho wreck is badly broken up, the 
entire stern apparently being gone. Along 
tho West Coast, the weather has been any- 
thing but ugreeable lately, snow, hail, wind 
and rain alternating. Tho telegraph line 
between Carmanah and Otter Point is work- 
ing, but the latter station cannot get Vic- 
toria, On her homeward trip, the Maude 
picked up the last Barclay settlers, a family 
in Bore distress. Tho husband, unablo to 
pay for a passage to Victoria, started in a 
canoe for Alberni several days ago, his in- 
tention being to wilk from there to Na- 
naimo. The passengers on tho Maude took 
up a subscription aboard, which enabled the 
wife and family to reach Victoria. 

THE BAWNJIORE. 
Collector Milne is in receipt of a com- 
munication from tho Minister of Trade and 
Commerce ut Ottawa, with reference to the 
correspondence of the captain of the Bawn- 
more, whoso non-union Bailors were kid- 
naped at Nanaimo eome titno ago. The 
captain reported to the Imperial Govern- 
ment suggesting that something should be 
done to afford British vessels butter pro- 
tection in North American ports. The 
correspondence shows that the captain con. 
siilers the British Columbia ports and the 
officials thereof most desirable, but fie does 
complain, and gives his sad experience iu 
support of his statements, that at tho other 
side of the hordor British vessels are too 
often submitted to indignities. Collector 
Milno had referred to him the captain's 
report, and his investigation has set matters 
right. 

ARRIVED FROM THU NORTH. 

The C. P. N. steamer Princess Louise, 
' Capt. Roberts, completed her first Nor- 
thern trip of the season yesterday, arriving 
home early in the morning. She brought 
down a small number of passengers and a 
light freight. On the way down she sighted, 
through a heavy snowstorm, the Quadra at 
China Hat. Work on the new Inverness 
cannery is progressing satisfactorily, and it 
will soon be completed. It is not expected 
that any of the canneries will be running 
beforo the beginning of next, month, but the 
work of getting them in readiness continues. 
MARINE gOTKS. 

The British bark Wythrop, Capt. Ed- 
wards, arrived in Royal Roads from San 
Prancisco yesterday morning destined for 
Vancouver, where she iB to complete her 
cargo with lumber tor Australia. Her pre- 
sent cargo consists of canned fruits for the 
Antipodes. 

The American tug Richard Holyoke came 
over from I'ort Townsend for tho bark Java 
yesterday morning, which she took in tow 
and started for Fairhaven, where tho latter 
vessel will load lumber for South America. 

Messrs. Trahey & McDonald, of the 
Stur shipyard, were yesterday having a 
cradlo built for the reception of Spratt's 
Ark, which they propose hauling on the 
ways. 

The Mudlark dredge, which is now un- 
dergoing repairs, will ho towed out to 
Ptddar bay shortly to do some dredging for 
the Dominion Government, 

II. M.S. Garnet entered tho drydock yes- 
terday to be renovated. When she conies 
out, in the course of a few days, the collier 
Romulus will go in. 

Steamer Phantom will take a scowload of 
lumber out to Peddar buy to day to be used 
lor the erection of a now private residence. 

Steamer Mystery will sail for Clayoquot 
sound this morning with supplies lor the 
fishing stutions there. 

The " ICmpress of China," an old Chinese 
hulk, was hauled on Turpels ways for re- 
paiis yesterday.

To the Editor : A few farmers in this 
settlement have recently been large losers 
in sheep, owing to dogs running at large, 
ono rancher losing ns many as 30 lambs and 
ewes, another losing 15 lambs. 

Ab « result they poisoned tho dead car- 
cases on the sheep range, but up to the 
present have not succeeded In catching any 
dogs, ns tho owners wisely have them 
chained up cither in root cellars or in the 



kitchen. One of the young ranchers visited 
his poisoned meat yesterday, expecting to 
find a dead doo, but instead found two 
eagles, the largest over killed on tho Island. 
The mule bird, from tip to tip, measured no 
less than 7 feet '2 inches,' and tho female 7 
feet 9 inches. Evidently the cock bird was 
young, as the femalo measured more. 

Parmers living in country districts ought 
to bo protected some way by law. Many 
persons keep dogs perfectly useless, whilo 
if a decent tax were put on dogs many ubo- 
less ones would go, and tho country farmer, 
after feeding his sheep through a hard win- 
ter, would not meet tho rather unpleasant 
sight of 15 or 20 lambs dead on Mb sheep 
range when ho strolls out to see how many 
he could choose for the market. Something 
should he done. Farmer.

I am sure I am 
voicing the mind of every right-thinking 
member of our church when I say that we 
do not desire u priest of our church to as- 
sume tho position of a " Sporting Editor," 
no matter how honorable that position 
may be. 

I have no quarrel with tugs of- war, cricket, 
baseball, football, lacrosse nor the glove as 
a means of physical culture, but as means 
for raising church funds, to my mind they 
each possess decided and insuperable 
objections. I am disposed to let down 
as gently as possible tho supporters 
of all such means to such an end, yet I 
cannot help saying that the clergyman or 
congregation, wherever they may be, or to 
whatever denomination they may boloug, 
who either countenance or resort to ouch 
schemes to such a glorious end huvo sadly 
missed the spirit of the Gospel. 

Mr. Arden'a defence of his conduct was 
certainly unique, unchivalrous, dictatorial, 
illogical and not according to experience, 
as has been abundantly established in the 
recent tournament at Vancouver, when the 
non-athletic Frenchman pulled the athletic 
Englishman in twenty minutes. It was 
also a very serious impeachment of Victo- 
rian morals, as well as a grievous reflection 
upon our fair city's resources for the amuse- 
ment of her people, as ho gavo us only two 
ways to enjoy ourselves, the tournament or 
the saloon. 

Tho " protest " of a " Cowiehan Mother " 
goes beyond the athletic games, and I am 
sure is most timely. It extends to the 
many modern devices and schemes of the 
present day for augmenting the meagre 
offerings of our people for the support and 
spread of the kingdom. 

Perhaps some one who encourages and 
defends the bazaar, concert, tableaux, pri- 
vate theatricals, elections, rallies, tngs-of- 
wur and kindred schemes as legitimate 
moans for raising church funds, would give 
us the benefit of their wider research and 
tell us where Sc. Peter, St. Paul, or any of 
the apostles, or those fatherB who immedi- 
ately followed the apostles, either by word 
or deed taught such practices. If this can 
be done, it would surely ha wise for us to 
return to primitive usages of the Church. 

With your kind permission, Mr. Editor, 
I would ask some abler pen than mine, and 
one possessed of a more intimate knowledge 
of church finance, why church funds gener- 
ally are in a languishing condition '.' Why 
is there nothing in the mission fund ? Why 
are pastors compelled to resign their 
charges — both in city and country — for lack 
of support from their congregations? 

My apology fur using so much of your 
valuable space is the vital importance of 
this subject to the general public of British 
Columbia. Q IN A CORNER.

QUESTIONABLE' PRACTICES. 

Those who road the accounts of what has 
l>een going on before tho Bearing Sea 
Arbitrators cannot but see that the United 
States is not showing to advantage iu tho 
proceedings. The attempt to suppress Pro- 
fessor Elliot's report after it had been taken 
into the case was not exactly what might be 
expectod of men of high principle. Once 
having used it in making out their ease tho 
American Government should, as a matter 
of course, have placed it before the court 
wlioro the British counsel would have every 
opportunity of examining it, and of seeing 
whether its text warranted the conclusions 
that wero drawn from it by tho lawyers who 
made out the American case. 

It is hard to understand how mistrans- 
lations of Russian documents were allowed. 
It might be thought in the first place that 
the men employed by the American Gov- 
ernment to do the work of translation would 
be competent to do their work cor- 
rectly and skilfully, and that their 
character and standing would be 
such as to make wilful wrong doing of 
any kind in tho business an impossibility. 
Hut we read that not only were the docu- 
ments grossly mistranslated, but that the 
arguments and conclusions based upon the 
mistranslations were retained in the case 
presented to the Arbitrators. This seems 
ia us to be almost incredible. Such petti- 
fogging tricks us this must be utterly ab- 
horrent to every honest American. We 
have no doubt that these shady proceedings 
will be more bitterly denounced by the 
Americans when they are known to have 
tuken place than they will be by tho British 
whom they were intended to injure. Such 
dishonest tricks do not only cover those 
who committed them with disgrace, but 
they reflect discredit on the whole American 
nation. It is for this reason that they will 
be condemned by all respectable United 
States citizens. 

Those who believe that British counsel 
could be duped by such barefaced decep- 
tions us these must have been very shallow 
indeed. Those counsel are able men who 
understand their business, and who might 
lie depended upon quickly to discover and 
promptly to expose any dishonest devices 
which those who were entrusted with get- 
ting up tho American case might resort to. 
The interests of Great Britain arc safe in 
Sir Charles Russell's hands. He and those 
associated with him will do all that honor- 
able men ought to do to put the British 
case beforo the arbitrators iu its proper 
light, to refute whatever may be unsound 
in the arguments of the other side, and to 
correct mis-statements and expose inaccura- 
cies and discrepancies as to matters of fact. 
It is to be regretted that the Americans 
have begun bo badly, for the only ed'ect that 
the improper proceedings which have been 
exposed cau have will bo to engender 
suspicion and to create distrust. 



THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

Mr. Haggurt has dono much to prove 
that the Intercolonial Railway, even under 
Government management, can bo operated 
an business principles. He has eil'ected a 
revolution in the management of tho road. 
Tho changes ho has made aro so great that 
a doficit of $707,375 iu 1891-92 has boen ro- 
ducod to one of soma $80,000 iu 1893. 
That is, ho bus effected a saving of about 
$706,060 in tho working of the road in a I 
3inglo year. And tho present year's deficit 
will, it is said, ho on tho running of tho 
Pririoe Edward Island road, which is, 
though a Government road, properly speak- 
ing not a part of the Intercolonial at all. 

Of course, tho great saving made by Mr. 



Haggart proves that the road, before it 
came under his control, had beon very 
badly managed. There are, however, some 
things to bo considered beforo Mr. Huggart's 
figures can bo acceptod as showing how 
much has really been saved. Has tho ap- 
parent saving been niado without impairing 
the efficiency uf the iuud r Has any of it 
been tho rosultof mere bookkeeping? Has, 
for instunco, expenditure which ought to bo 
charged to running expenses been charged 
to capital account ? Wo have heard of 
something like this being dono on this samo 
Intercolonial. Has tho road beon kept in a 
good stato of repair ? Has no part of it 
been allowed to run down for want of re- 
newals of ono kind or another ? It is not 
very hard to mukoinrunningurailroudinono 
or two years what may appear to bo a con- 
siderable saving, but what in the end may 
prove to be great waste. The proverb "a 
stitch in time saves nine," has, wo aro led to 
believe, peculiar force iu railroad work. 
If the Minister of Railways hr.s by good 
management and judioious economy put tho 
Intercolonial on the way of becoming self- 
supporting ho has dono tho Dominion a 
most valuable service 



A FALSE IMPRESSION. 

It is generally supposed that all the 
Catholics iu Ireland are Home Rulers, and 
that the question ot Homo Rule in that 
country resolves itself into a question bo- 
tween Catholic and Protestant. This is 
quite a misapprehension. There are many 
Irish Catholics as strongly opposed to Mr. 
Gladstone's scheme of Home Rule as tho 
most fiery of tho Ulster Protestants. Thoy 
do not believe that Ireland will be bene 
tited by legislative independence, from 
cither a secular or a religious point of view. 
A manifesto has been issued signed by 
leading Roman Catholic laymen for tho 
purpose of showing that the contest is not 
one between a Roman Catholic majority 
and a Protestant minority, and also to in- 
vite Irish Catholics to sign a petition to 
Parliament praying it to reject Mr. Glad- 
stone's Bill. The following is one of the 
paragraphs of tho manifesto, which is ad- 
dressed : " To Our Fellow Roman Catholics 
in Ireland ": 

"While deprecating certain anti-Catholic 
utterances, to which the excitement of the 
moment may have given rise, wo are, so far as 
our objections to Home Rule rest upon purely 
secular considerations, heartily in accord 
with our follow Unionists. More than this, 
we believo that Home Rule, if imposed upon 
Ireland, would, under the peculiar con- 
ditions of the country, foster a revolution- 
ai'3' spirit disastrous to the true interests of 
our religion." 

It is well known on the other hand that 
many Irish Home Rulers are Protestants. 
Mr. Parnell himself was a Protestant, unci 
we novor heard the soundness of the Hon. 
Edward Blake's Protestantism called in 
question. If heads were counted it would 
no doubt bo found that the great majority 
of Irish Catholics belong to the Home Rule 
Party, and that tho bulk of Irish Protes- 
tants are ardent Uniouiots, but it is a mis- 
take to suppose that either party is ex- 
clusively Catholic or exclusively Protestant. 



MERCIER IN A NEW ROLE. 

The latest apostlo of Annexation is, we 
see, Mr. Mercier, late Premier of Quebec. 
If Mr. Mercier were a public man iu good 
standing, his advocacy of political union 
with the United States would be an indica- 
tion of serious significance. It would show 
that at least ono Canadian politician of 
ability, who has a future before him in his 
own country, believes that annexation 
would be beneficial to Canada, and that 
there is a prospect of it being brought about 
in the near future. lint Mr. Mercier's 
career in Canada is closed. He is an utterly 
discredited man. There is not tho slightest 
hope of his ever rising to emiuenco in the 
Dominion again. His character us a public 
man is irretrievably lost. It is now evident 
that Mr. Mercier sees this, and that he 
sees, too, that the only chance of his gain- 
ing even notoriety again is to become tho 
head of an annexationist faction, which will 
be in direct antagonism to all that is 
conservative and all that is respectable in 
the Province of Quebec. Ho finds himself 
in so soro a strait that his only chance of 
keeping himself before tho pcoplo is to 
take tho role of a political adventurer. 

Mr. Mercier possesses qualities which 
will enable him to play that part with suc- 
cess. He bus very considerable ability. Ho 
has tho courago to face difficulties and the 
effrontery to act in defiance of the best pub- 
lic opinion in the country. He will never 
allow the scruples that deter ordinary men 
to stand in his wuy iu pursuing any courso 
he may think best to accomplish the ends 
ho has in view. Ho can take the way that 
ho considers tho most expedient in spite of 
the open disapprobation of every one in tho 
country whose good opinion is worth hav- 
ing. Lot him once start on his career as an 
annexationist agitator and ho will continuo 
it no matter who his opponents are or what 
their numbers. 

But well equipped as Houoro Mercier is 
to act tho part of a demagogue and »n agi- 
tator ho will not, wo think, bo able to do 
much or to continuo tho work of agitation 
long. Ho is almost wholly destituto of 
moral force and his physical strength ia not 
sufficient to enable him to do hard work 
continuously. The pcoplo of Quebec cannot 
respect him, and ho is a broken down man 
physically. If he possessed the influence 
he once had and tho strength, physical and 
intellectual, ho possessed five or six years 
ago, he might bo able to make an impression 
on tho habitants of his native province. 
Bub he has for years boen drawing heavy 
drafts on his constitution, and the time hua 
come w hen such drafts will bo no longer 
honored. 

We do not think, thereforo, that the 
annexationists of Canada havo any reason 



to be proud of their new leader or to expect 
much from him. His day ia paBt. He is, 
as thoy say in the States, "a back number." 



A VEXED QUESTION DECIDED. 

It will be remembered that tho Legisla- 
tures of thrcoStates -Montanu, Wyoming and 
Washington — failed to elect Senators while 
thoy were in session. On account of this 
failure the question was raised, have tho 
Governors of these States power to appoint 
Senators to fill tho vacancies? There is no 
doubt about the power of appointment 
when a vacancy occurs when tho Legisla- 
ture is not iu session, through death or 
resignation or other cause, but when tho 
Legislature fuils to perform its duty, ia the 
vacancy thus made one which tho Governor 
has power to fill? There was a good deal 
of discussion about tho matter. Arguments 
that might be fairly considered sound wero 
adduced by both sides. Tho Senate com- 
mitteo has, however, settled the question. 
The Committee on Privileges and Elections 
had under consideration the case of Mr. 
Mantle, who was appointed Sen- 
ator by tho Governor of Montana 
after tho adjournment of tho Legislature. 
Tho committee reported in favor of seating 
Mr. Mantle, "'he committee, however, was 
not unanimous ; a minority report was also 
submitted. But it is pretty certain that 
the decision of the majority will be con- 
firmed by tho Senate. Tho Senators from 
Wyoming and Washington, being appointed 
in the same way and under similar circum- 
stances, will no doubt be ulao allowed to 
take their acuta. 

If the Legislatures of the three States had 
dono their duty, if factions had not been per- 
mitted to have undue influence, and if an 
opportunity had not been afforded schemers 
and intriguers to carry out their selfish and 
unpatriotic plans, this failure of republican 
Institutions would not have occurred. The 
New York Times puts tho dereliction of 
duty in its true light iu tho following 
vigorous sentences: 

Tho partisan wrangles in the Legislatures 
of Montana, Wyoming and Washington, 
which resulted in tho dead locks, were a 
disgrace to thoso states and to the parties 
in tho states that wero responsible for I hem. 
They wero duo to selfish rivalries and am- 
bitions and a lack of patriotic regard for 
higher considerations. But if the people 
choose men to represent ihem who will 
betray their interests or disregard the rignts 
of the states, they must take tho ennso- 
quences. The constitution of the United 
States and tho orderly method of procedure 
under it should not ho departed from to 
obviate those consequences.

The one 
ho found to contain essence of 
peppermint aud the other an alcoholic 
solution of opium, insufficient in its 
quantity to harm any nun. Tho cake had 
also been examined and waa devoid of 
poison, and were also the stomachs of the 
deceased men ; but their blood showed that, 
it had been impregnated with carbolic acid 
gas. Without leaving their seats the jury

The Paris dailies uro almost unanimous 
this morning in describing the new Cabinet 
as weak and mediocre.

Protection for Victoria West 
and Outlying Districts 01' 
the City. 



The usual weokly mooting of tho City 
Council was held last night, with tho Mayor 
presiding and a full attendanco of alder- 
men. 

A letter was road on behalf of W. H. 
Oliver, pointing out tho injustice of com- 
pelling him to make connections with the 
main sever within the prescribed timn, aR 
his contemplated buildings wero not as yet 
up. 

Aid. MILLER proposed that the letter lie 
on the table for threo months, which would 
give Mr. Oliver time to connect. 

Aid. MoKlLLlOAN moved as an amend- 
ment that Mr. Oliver be informed that no 
allowunoo could bo made for him. If tho 
connections wero not duly made thero 
would bo endless trouble, us the Btreots 
would be constantly torn up. 

ALD. HlJJDERSON seconded tho amend- 
ment which was supported by Aid. lielyeu 
aud Aid. Baker and carrier'. 

An invitation wua read from tho secre- 
tary of the Victoria Single Tax Society to 
the Mayor and aldermen to attend the 
forthcoming lecture under tho auspices of 
the society. 

The invitation was accepted and the uc- 
companying tickets distributed. 

A petition was read from the residents of 
Victoria West asking for lire protection and 
Ming attention to tho loss by lire in that 
district from waut of hydrants, etc. 

Ald Baker strongly supported the ap- 
plication, which, on motion of Aid. Miller, 
was referred to the lire wardens. 

Ald. MfNN asked if the city hud the 
power to contract with tho Eaquimalt com- 
pany for the -supply of water for hydrants, 
if Victoria West and the other outlying 
listricta were to bn supplied, it would coat 
tho city Borne $12,000 per year to maintain 
fire brigades, machinery, etc, 

Ald. Miller thought that tho outlay 
would not be ao great. Ho felt confident 
that, if the plant wero supplied, tho work 
would be done by volunteera aa a tire 
brigade. 

Eaquimalt waterworks company would 
charge £IS per hydrant per year, and were 
it not for t li is, the protection asked for 
would have been supplied long ago. He 
believed that the taxes from Victoria West 
hud been spent on the district. 

Ald. BaKER contended that the city had 
a right to give these people proper tiro pro- 
tection. He did not believe thero wua 
more than S'.UM spent on Victoria West last 
year. 

Ald. Belyea called attention to the fact 
that there were districts in other parta of 
the city which also deserved fire protection 
— Belcher street, St. Charles street, Pem- 
berton road, etc. Thero wero residences in 
this locality which were far more valuable 
than any in Eaquimalt, and yet they had 
practically no fire protection.

Belyea's by-law, dealing with the 
appointment of commissioners of sewers, 
was taken up in committee of the whole, 
and having been discussed up to 11 o'clock, 
the committee roso and asked leave to sit 
again. An adjournment immediately after- 
wards took place.

MCLAREN-HOSS LIMITS.

Kitchen, Watt, Stoddart, Booth, and- tho 
mover, to inquire into all mattors connected 
with the pro einptinn of certain lands with- 
in tho McLaren-Rosa timber limit on Camp- 
boll River and Duncan's Bay, Vancouver 
Island, with power to send for persons and 
papers and report to tho House. 

Hon. Mb. VERNON Buid ho did not know 
that thero would bo any objection to the re- 
solution passing if hon. members thought 
they could get through tho work. _ The cor- 
respondence asked for in connection with 
this matter was now being typewritten and 
possibly when it was laid on tho table it 
would bo soon that there was no necessity 
for a select committee.

The court ladies receive their guests on 
Monday, and, after tho wife of the pres- 
ident, are first on tho social list, wives of 
senators, cabinet officers and representa- 
tives calling on them first. The wife of 
tho chief justice is supposed to bo enti- 
tled to somewhat tho same distinction 
among tho ladies that his position enti- 
tles him to among tho judges, and any 
innovation or change in est ablished form 
must receivo the seal of her approval be- 
fore final adoption. 

1 Mrs. Fuller was born at Bnrlington, 
la., and educated in tho schools of New 
York and .Massachusetts. Mrs. Fuller 
wont to Chicago upon her marriage and 
there resided until called to Washington. 
As tho wife of tho chief justico an un- 
usual amount of interest centers in her, 
and Mondays bring to her parlors many 
of the distinguished citizens and visitors 
of the nation's capital. The mother of 
nine children, with tho additional caro 
of stepchildren, her life has been a busy 
one. Of tho live daughters in society, 
she has witnessed the marriage of four, 
all of whom save ono are settled in their 
own homes. 

I Tho tastes and inclinations of Mrs. 
Fuller's daughters have varied so widely 
that with the introduction of each an 
entirely different set of young people 
have frequented her entertainments. 
Miss Katherine is tho present queen of 
tho household. Mrs. Fuller's character- 
istics aro very pronounced, her prefer- 
ences strong, and she is remarkably frco 
from affectation and pretense. Sho has 
no fads and tolerates no foolish pursuit 
of hobbies. A warm admirer of the 
Clovelands, their coming is matter of re- 
joicing in tlio Fuller household. 

Mrs. Field has perhaps wielded as wide 
an influence over society as any ono 
woman in Washington. A Kentuckian 
by birth, a Californian by rearing and 
education, her spacious and historic homo 
on Capitol hill lias been the scene of wide 
and much enjoyed hospitality. Sho has 
visited almost every foreiirn land and 
been presented at many of tho courts of 
Europe, that of Napoleon and Queen Vic- 
toria when a very young woman.

Field is ono of the national vice presi- 
dents of tho Society of tho Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

For ill) years tho homo of ex-Associate 
Justico Miller was a synonym for hospi- 
tality, and Mrs. Miller did much to es- 
tablish Washington's reputation for ele- 
gant official entertainments. Since his 
death three years ago she has resided in 
Colorado Springs with her daughter, 
Mrs. Touzalin, who, with her son, a law- 
yer in Chicago, aro left of the four chil- 
dren .who called her mother. Widely 
traveled, Mrs. Miller's winters in Romo 
■vero seasons of special delight, .whilo 
England and Scotland were but little less 
enjoyed. A woman suffragist from child- 
hood, sho is eloquent in upholding the 
rights of women, believing that amenity 
to laws and taxation entitle all to rights 
of citizens in government affairs. Born 
ins Pennsylvania of English parentage, 
sho was too frail as a child to be sent to 
school. Her health is again delicate, 
compelling her to lead a quiet life, great- 
ly to tho regret of the circlo wherein sho 
is a charming member. 



Snarried son, a lawyer in New York, is 
her only child. Tho Blatchfords own 
their cottage at Newport and spend their 
summers there. Liko their Washington 
homo, it is handsomely furnished, nu- 
merous and choice embroideries and cu- 
rios from all parts udorning tho parlors. 

Mrs. Brewer is a truo hearted Green 
mountain (Vermont) woman, born at 
Burlington, on Lake Champlain, and has 
never lost her I0V0 for the hills. Goin;j 
to Kansas at 15 on tho death of her 
mother, sho there mot, lovod and mar- 
ried her husband. Sho has four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Brewer delights in china 
painting and exhibits somo very credit- 
oblo specimens. Singularly pretty, sho 
blonds tho blond and brunette types. 
Mrs. Brewer is exceedingly domestic, en- 
joying calling most when, as sho says, 
lier husband can accompany her even- 
ings, though tho homo circlo and comfort 
of her fitmily absorb most 0/ her atten- 
tion. Genial and cordial, her manners 
aro easy and singularly frco from as- 
sumption and affectation. Blond in col- 
oring, she is slender and graceful, with 
an abundance of light, Huffy hair. Her 
deep blue eyes have an expression of 
pleading confidence seldom seen in ono 
past early girlhood.

Chicago's crrr council,. 

The Democratic Editor of tho Times Elected 
Mayor. 

CiiiUAfio, April 5. — Carter H. Harrison, 
editor of tho Timea (Democrat) haa 
been elected mayor of Chicago by 20,000 
plurality over Samuel W. Allcrton, candi- 
date on tho Citizens' ticket. Cregier, on 
tho Labor tickot, did not receive 3,000 
votea. The Democrats carried the West 
and South Town tickots, but tho Republi- 
cans saved North Town. Returns aro 
coming iu slowly, but the chances are 
that tho successful aldermen will bo about 
equally divided. Never in tho hiatory of 
Chicago baa such interest been shown in 
any municipal election as in that which 
cmno oil' to day. Tho campaign on both 
aides had been conducted with great bitter- 
ness. It was an open contest of Repub- 
licans and citizena against Hairison, 
more against him as an individual than as 
a representative of a political faction. 
Long before tho polls opened, early in the 
morning, there were lines of men waiting a 
chanco to cast their ballots, and by 9 o'clock 
there were great crowds of men at each 
polling place. By noon 70 per cent, of tho 
registered voto had been cast. Tho gen- 
oral feeling during tho day seemed in 
favor of Harrison's chances, and what bet- 
ting was done was in his favor. Tho Aus- 
tralian ballot, against which Harrison's 
popularity had never before been measured, 
was inclined to make tho loudest of his sup- 
porters a trillo cautious, and not a largo 
amount of betting was done at any figuic. 

Carter Henry Harrison was born in 
Fayette county, Ky., February 15, 1S25, 
und is a distant relative of ex-President 
Harrison. He was graduated at Yale in 
1845, read law, engaged in farming, 
traveled for two years in foreign countries, 
and after receiving his degree from Transyl- 
vania law school, Lexington, Ky., settled 
in Chicago, where he engaged in real cBtatc 
operations. After tho great fire of 1871 lie 
served an county commissioner for three 
years. After returning from a second 
European journey in 1874 he was elected to 
Congresa by the Democrats, and served two 
years, in 1S70 ho was chosen mayor 
of Chicago, and held the ollice for 
eight years. Ho was mayor during 
the anarchist riota of May, 1SS0. The 
agitators had been allowed the greatest 
license by Harrison, and grew bolder and 
bolder until the memorable bomb throwing 
of May -1. After tho police massacre Harrison 
virtually placed the city under martial law. 
In the recent, campaign Mike McDonald, 
king of the gamblers, was Harrison's manager, 
and all the saloon keepers, gamblers and 
the "tough" element were on his sido. Ho 
ridiculed Samuel Allerton, tho packer, his 
opponent, as a "pigsticker," and waged a 
vigorous campaign, pouring out his money 
freely. He received the full socialist vote, 
about 25,000. Mayor-elect Harrison ia 
a mnn of great energy, and exceed- 
ingly well-informed. He is fond of 
travel, and has twice visited tho Pacific 
Northwest, beside making several trips to 
Europe and once going around the world 
with his family. He writca pleasingly, and 
his narrative of the journey around the 
world, printed in installments in a Chicago 
newspaper, was afterward issued in bouk 
form. 

OPENING OF THE CORTES. 

No Longer a Deficit-Spain's Cordial Rela- 
tions With tho U. S.-The Columbus 
Celebration. 

MADRID, April 5. — Queen Regent Chris- 
tina, witli King Alfonso XIII and other 
members of the royal family opened the 
Cortez to-day, with the usual brilliant cere- 
monies. Among tho distinguished foreign- 
ers present was tho Archduchess Elizabeth 
of Austria, daughter of the late Crown 
Prince Rudolf with her suito. The Queen 
Regent read the speech from the 
throne in a clear voice. Tho speech 
stated that the deticit of 70,000,000 pesates 
had been met by means of economic admin- 
istration 4 and an increase of revenue. It 
ended with a declaration that the relations 
of Spain with the American republics had 
been much improved through the Columbus 
celebration. This fact was emphasized by 
the announcement of the Infanta Enlalie's 
Chicago journey, iu which was to be found 
also evidence that the government bad even 
more cordial relationa with the United 
SUtes.

CHOLERA EXPECTED. 

Conference of Quarantine Officers and Medical 
Hoards to Take the Necessary Precautions 
—Toides to be Considered. 

New York, April 5. — Representatives of 
tho various state boards of health of this 
country, Canada and Mexico, together with 
port quarantine officers and the officials of 
the. marine hospital aro gathering hero in 
large numbers this morning for the purpose 
of conferring concerning the possibility of 
an invasion of cholera this spring, and the 
means which ahould bo adopted to secure 
unanimity of action between tho various 
state boards and tho federal officials ut the 
seaboard. The conferenco will open this 
afternoon. 

Tulks with the delegates indicate a con- 
sensus of opinion that cholera will ho preva- 
lent abroad throughout the summer, and 
that oulv the most careful and strenuous 
efforts will keep it out of this country, At 
a meeting of the executive committee this 
morning it was d«"-ided to pi -eat tho fol- 
lowing subj cts fui t>p vUl uoo»id«'"ation : 

1. Tho conditions ai to the equipment of 
quarantine stations at the seaboard of the 
United States, Canada and Mexico. 

2. A plan for a uniform inspeo'inn at Btate 
lines aa against infected districts 

I!. Measures to be enforced by state boards 
of health in advance to place their respec- 
tive states in the beat condition to rcaist 
cholera. 

4. What has been done by state boards 
of health, und wdiat is the present condition 
of the principal cities and towns. 

f>. What requirements should bo made of 
transportation compuniea to prevent tho 
spread of cholera. (
